Thinking it may be of interest 
to some of your readers, I will at¬ 
tempt to describe a recent jaunt. 

Some of you know that I. M. 
Clark and I ascended Black Mt. 
on the Gilead slope, and crossed 
over the raDge to Bald Mt., with 
the ultimate intention of measur¬ 
ing, by triangulation, the height 
and distance of the principal peaks 
within a radius of ten miles. We 
succeeded in getting the height of 
four, namely: Black, Bald, Besse 
and Mt. Will, but were unable to 
measure those to the north and 
west, owing to the impossibility 
of establishing a station on Black 
Mt., within the time at our dis¬ 
posal. We found the distance 
from Bald to Mt. Will to be 15,TOO¬ 
LS feet, and this summer we in¬ 
tended to use that for our base 
line in determining distances to, 
and height of Goose Eye, Sunday 
River, White Cap, Stowe, Speckle, 
Saddle Back and Puzzle. To do 
this accurately it is necessary to 
have a flag staff on each of the 
above mentioned elevations, and 
it was mainly for that purpose 
that Herman Mason’and I set out 
November 8, at seven o’clock in 
the morning ‘ to climb Puzzle 
mountain. 

We arrived at Mr. Morton Thurs¬ 
ton’s ready to make the ascent at 
9 a. m., having arranged to have 
our horse taken back to Newry 
Corner, as we intended to come off 
on the southeast side. Our ac¬ 
couterments were of a limited 
quantity, consisting of an axe, 
rifle, flbld-glass, tin can, a piece of 
canvas cloth 18x30 inches, tacks, 
and last but not least, bread and 
cheese. 

Our course from Mr. Thurston’s 
was N. 55° E., through a mixed 
growth of timber, the greater part 
of the way. We ran across a bear 
trap about half way up, ingeniously 
located in a natural cavity. This 
natural place was formed by sev¬ 
eral maple trees growing very 
close together in a semi-circle, 
with a radius of about three feet. 
The place for the trap was on the 
ground within the enclosure, 
while in the back side was a sbelfc 
for the bait. A circular fence was 
built from either side of the trees, 
making a pen, presumably to at¬ 
tract bruin’s attention. His curi¬ 
osity aroused, he would proceed to 
investigate by crawling under the 
fence, and to get the tempting 
morsel would have to step on the 
covered trap. 

The next thing which might be 
mentioned was a diminutive bog 
perhaps six or eight feet in diame¬ 
ter, and three feet deep, covered 
over with leaves, iDto which the 
writer had the extreme pleasure of 
suddenly sinking. This of course 
edited forth shouts of laughter, 
and comical remarks from the 
other party. 

At 10.45 we emerged from the 
woods and stood on the solid 
ledge to behold our first view of 
the western horizon, but the end 
was not yet. Ledge after ledge 
reared their massive forms above 
us, and were In turn surmounted, 
until the summit was gained at 
11.15, when we were amply reward¬ 
ed for our exertion by the splendid 
panorama spread out before us. 
As far as the eye could reach were 
distinctly seen hills and dales, 
mountains and valleys, ponds and 
streams, dotted here and there 
with farm buildings, and other 
works of man which noticeably in¬ 
creased in number until they were 
designated as villages. 

The Androscoggin could be seen 
for a distance of ten or fifteen 
miles, winding in and out, follow¬ 
ing the line of least resistance, un- 
ill obscured by the hills of Rum¬ 
ford. The rivet*, with its larger 
tributaries, Sunday, Bear, and 
Ellis, their smaller branches, 
brought Tennyson's immortal 
lines to mind: 

Puzzle Mt. consists properly of 
three peaks. The centra) and 
highest one is covered with a 
growth of scrub spruce, while the 
eastern and western peaks are 
about equal in height, but devoid 
of trees. The rocks for the most 
part come under the general name 
of quartz, although wo found sped 
mens containing considerable 
quantities of mica. This is the 


mountain which was worked for 
lead several years ago, but the 
traces are nearly obliterated. 

Our first thought upon arriving 
at the top of the western peak, 
was something to eat, and with 
that the indispensable article, 
water. There was no spring known 
to us on or near the top, but there 
was plenty of water, in the form 
of icicles hanging to the rocks in 
the most exposed places. While 
Mason was collecting dry wood 
for a fire, I. went on a hunt for ice, 
and in a short time we had three 
requisites, fire, water, and food. 

After dinner, and before leaving 
the western summit, I scanned 
the horizon once more with Col. 
C. S. Edwards’ field-glass, a glass 
which its owner had surveyed 
many a field of battle during our 
Civil War. This time directing 
my gaze in a northerly direction 
to Saddle Back, the gigantic horse 
of the Lake Region, then glancing 
along the dividing line between 
earth and sky, beheld the snow 
covered beads of Old Speckle and 
Goose Eye, towering above the 
peaks of their fellows, worthy 
guards for the White Mts., Speckle 
having the honor of second moun¬ 
tain in height in the State. Still 
following the arc to the westward 
my eye became riveted on that 
mountain well entitled to bear 
the illustrious name of Washing¬ 
ton. Its Tip-Top house is distinct¬ 
ly seen, resembling a large block, 
although twenty miles or more, 
distant. 

On the eastern eminence, we 
erected a flag staff, using a strip of 
white canvas cloth for a flag; 
white is used because it is best 
seen against a sky background. 
From this point, Roxbury Ponds 
glisten in the sunlight, enhancing 
the attractiveness of Ellis River 
valley. S. 35° E., lying close under 
the numerous spires of Puzzle, is 
the small but beautiful sheet of 
water, known as Howard’s Pond, 
while in the distance, glimpses of 
Bryant Pond and Songo Pond re¬ 
freshed the eye. 

At two o’clock shaping our course 
S. 20°E., we started down the steep¬ 
est side of the mountain into the 
wilderness, and in doing this had 
the satisfaction of passing through 
some very fine timberland, the 
the birch especially, would make 
a lumberman’s mouth water. We 
saw very little spruce or pine, 
going through hard wood growth 
principally. Traversing this course 
for about three miles, brought us 
down to Stony Brook valley which 
we struck at what is known as 
“The Meadows.” We ran across 
and inspected two camps enroute, 
and then straightened onrselves- 
out for a three miles walk down 
the logging read to Newry Corner. 

We scared up several partridges- 
during the day, but in the first 
place, game was not what we were 
after, and secondly, a rifle in the 
hands of one accustomed to long 
range target practice, was not an 
ideal weapon for shooting birds- 
on the wing. We came out at tho 
Corner at 5.15, and our horse ar¬ 
riving soon after, we got aboard, 
and id due time landed at our 
starting point.

So much discrimination is shown in 
the use of braid that it is one of the 
most pleasing as well as refined trim- 
mings for almost all woolen dresses 
and many wraps. Braid is always 
pretty, no matter how much or little 
there is of It. 

The other day I fell m io ye with a 
fawn and brown shepherd check suit. 
The skirt had three clusters of three 
rows each of brown castle braid 
around the bottom. There was a tight 
basque with three narrow lines all 
around it. The bust part was cut out 
and filled in with seal brown velvet, 
and the high medlci collar was faced 
with It. 

Another gown had a tunic cut in 
points, each outlined with narrow 
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PRETTY FALL STYLES. 

Ier black soutache. The material was 
dark blue imperial serge. The waist 
ve was nearly covered with lines of the 
braid.

Proper Way to Remove Gloves. 

_ Cheap gloves are generally risky in¬ 
vestments, but some of the best shops 
keep a fairly good line of gloves at low 
x prices which are worth buying for com- 
3 mon wear. If strong and well made, 

- they will serve for shopping and morning 
j walks or for bad weather. 

In putting a glove on be careful to get 
3 each fin’ger straight. Coax each one by 
3 rubbing gently with the thumb and first 
finger until the fingers are down to the 
very ends, 

1 In taking the gloves off turn the wrist 
• over the fingers and take hold of the ends 
j | of the fingers through the wrist. It wears 
1 p glove out badly to pull it off by eatch- 
ing hold of the finger tips. Puli the glove 
into shape and lay aside’carefully. Silk 
1 should be kept to match each shade, and 
; gloves should be mended as soon as a 
break appears, for the old proverb, “A 
. stitch in time saves nine,” is especially 
appropriate to these articles of attire. 
Glove mending is a delicate work, which 
i requires both skill and dexterity and 
when well done pays admirably for the 
pains taken. Glove powder should form* 
one of the adjuncts to every toilet table 
and a pretty glove stretcher another, says 
the New Orleans Picayune.

6 
Seat the patient, wearing a loose woolen a 
robe or none at all, in a warm room over 9 
a tub, pin a blanket around the neck, let- 1 
ting it drape to the floor. Pour two or i 
three gallons of boiling water into the 3 
tub, and steam enough will be given off 
to meet the demands of the occasion very 
well. If with the bath hot water is used 
freely as a drink, the treatment will be 
doubly effective. 

The danger of drinking while eating is 
greatly exaggerated. Iced drinks are 
hurtful, but a cup, of fluid of moderate 
temperature taken with the meal is a dis¬ 
tinct benefit, and a glass of water two or 
three hours after eating will hein diges¬ 
tion. The best cure for constipation, as 
it so often exists, is a pint of cold water 
taken every morning on rising. It often 
gives the appetite that has been lacking, 
clears up the threatened headache and 
changes the whole aspect of the day.—■

Children's Knees. 

The favorite position of young children 
seems to be kneeling. They kneel for 
their games and for all kinds of amuse¬ 
ments. They are still in their “sock” 
stage of existence, so how do the little 
knees fare? From kneeling on all kinds 
of surfaces the knees become rough and 
grimy. The use of the nailbrush or pum¬ 
ice stone is torture, and yet washing in 
the ordinary way does not remedy them. 
It is a good plan to make a pad of two or 
three thicknesses of flannel about three 
inches square. Buttonhole the edges to¬ 
gether and make a loop to hang the pad 
up by.

bility. In the eleventh it was 
seven years before the final vol¬ 
ume of the principal report—that 
on population—was off the press. 
In the census of 1880 the last vol¬ 
ume was published in 1889, 

Congress stipulates that the four 
principal reports of the coming 
enumeration—on population, mor¬ 
tality, agriculture and manufacture 
—must bo ready for publication on 
July 1, 1902. In addition to this 
strict time limit are to be taken 
into consideration the entirely 
changed conditions of the next 
census. It will embrace for the 
first time the inhabitants of Alas¬ 
ka, Hawaii and Porto Rico, and 
will count 75,000,000 people. Con¬ 
cerning each of these human be¬ 
ings, who are scattered over some 
4,000,000 square miles of the earth’s 
surface, a dozen facts must be re¬ 
corded. 

The taking of the census will 
occupy the services of more than 
40,000 persons. The members of 
the field force—in themselves near¬ 
ly 40,000—will forward their data 
to headquarters in Washington, 
where it will be compiled and pre¬ 
pared for publication by a staff 
of 3,000 clerks in the central office. 

Each of the 75,000,000 cards 
used, on which are punched the 
statistics concerning each person, 
is numbered fo correspond with 
the numbers opposite the names 
in the schedules.—Chicago Record.

Without proper care the most expen-’ 
sive road may go to ruin in two or 
three years and the initial expense of 
constructing it be nearly lost. It is of 
the greatest importance, therefore, that, 
all good roads should have daily care. 
They not only wear out, but wash ont 
and freeze out. Water is the greatest 
road destroyer. : 

It is necessary to the proper main-, 
tenance of a road—that it should 
“crown" or be higher in the middle 
than at the sides. If it is flat in the 
qepter, it soon becomes concave and its 
middle becomes a pool or a mndhole if 
CSTtQevel or a water course if on an in¬ 
cline. 

A hollow, rut or puddle should never 
be allowed to remain, but should be 
evenly filled and tamped with the same 
material of which the surface was orig¬ 
inally constructed. A rake should be 
used freely, especially in removing 
! atones, lumps or ridges. Ruts may be 
{avoided by using wide tires on all 
j wagons which carry heavy loads. If 
[ this is not always possible, the horses 
should be hitched so that they will 
! walk directly in front of the wheels,
